NUTRITION NOTES 


Fresh fish makes a good sum¬ 
mertime dish. It’s a source of 
highly digestible proteins, has a 
goodly store of phosphorus, and 
some calcium. 

Raw green cabbage contains 
vitamin C—the gree.rer the 
leaves, the more vitamins and 
minerals. 

Cheese contains high quality 
protein, calcium for bones and 
teeth, and riboflavin of the vita¬ 
min B family. 

To get the most good put of 
uotatoes (they contain vitamins 
C and B1 as well as iron, pro¬ 
tein, and calories), Ciey should 
be cooked in the jackets. If they 
are to be peeled, it .shouldn’t be 
done until just before cooking 
them. 

When greens are washed, sand 
and grit may be removed by lift¬ 
ing the vegetables from a pan 
of water rather than pouring the 
water off. 

Eggs should be cooked over a 
slow heat for best results; high 
temperatures toughen egg pro¬ 
tein. 

Vegetables should be stirred 
only when absolutely necessary. 
Stirring mixes air into the food 
and air is a vitamin-destroyer.

many administration officials in 
Washington and elsewhere object 
depends to a large extent upon 
the availability of paper on 
which to print 
Newspapers already have suf¬ 
fered serious curtailment because 
of the shortage of newsprint. 
And recently, word caone out of 
Washington that the newspapers 
were threatened with another 
thirty per cent cut in their sup¬ 
ply of paper right on the heels 
of one recenlty effective. 

In order to make sure that the 
prospective curtedlment was not 
a move by the bureaucrats to 
strike back at newspapers that 
had been critical of their activl- 
ties, a Congressional committee 
undertook an investigation. 

And the latest word from this 
committee is that the huge ad. 
ditlonal cut may be averted or 
duccud.
